Mn. EDITOR^-As I live at & distance from 


your city, I ik> not know exactly how things 
•re moving with you { but surely the oppo- 
nent* of land reform arc not getting all the 
say to themselves now, as they seemed to have 
at first. Tho people are beginning to take 
«<ler now on this great question, and I, among 
the rest, naturally take my aide, I love Lus- 
RitTV, and I also love EQUALITY, I think.— 
Giv« me neither poverty nor riches, is a wise 
prayer; and a happy mediocrity is safest 
and beat, both for time and eternity ; and if ] 
had the power, I would first try to share the 
lands equally among all men, and then endea- 
vor to keep them so forever. Is there ony 
meaning in the inotto of the French Repub- 
lic, LmnHTY, EQUALITY, and FRATERNITY? 
Hare the pi.'Oplo seem to Lave a pretty fair 
idea of liberty, but of equality and fraternity 
they have but a poor idea, and it is because 
these are as yet strangers in the land, and their 
boautics arc not known. 


When in New York oitj', in the fall of '49, 


I saw u beau I i l'ul painting, exhibited in the 
Apollo Rooms, Broadway, of Washington* 
CKOWNKU by Liberty, Equality and Frater- 
nity, in the shape of beautiful angelic forms, 
as large as—life, I was about to say,—but as 
large as young ladies of eighteen ; Liberty, 
in the centre, with white wings and uplifted 
hands, in the act of blessing Washington, as 
tho greatest and best friend of mankind; 
Equality, had a circl« of the hues of the rain- 
bow, on the. li;ft side of Washington, but des- 
cending from tlio clouds above him, and was 
placing tho crown on his head. She had green 
wings, and, to my taste, was the most beauti- 
ful painted figure of the group. 
Fraternity 


wns on his right, with rich crimson wings, in 
the act of assisting Equality to bestow the 
crown. Washington stood C feet 2 inches in 
height, which was his exact height when in his 
prime. Ho is a noble looking figure, clad in 
a loose flowing robe of white satin, and hold- 
ing an open scroll in his rtglit hand. He is 
surrounded by a host of the patriots of other 
lands, below him, and many of them looking 
at, and admiring him. 


Now, Mr. Editor, this painting to my know- 


ledge, was much admired by Millard Fillmore, 
when he saw it; and he declared the proper 
place for it, was the Hotunda of the Cupitol 
at Washington ; and I have seen by the news- 
papers since then, that it is now placed there, 
and ha* many admirers. It is of immense 
»ize, and WHS pninted by Mr. Burns, a Scotch- 
man. I maintain that there is not only ideal 
beauty in this design and painting, but that 
there is also bonuty and truth and happiness 
in liberty, equality and fraternity, that should 
make mankind love them dearly. People of 
ull nations shouted for joy when they read and 
heard of tho French Revolution, and the mot- 
to that was adopted. It is embodied in paint- 
ing, and admired at our own Capitol, in theo- 
ry; and is it to be repudiated as a vile, ras- 
cally, odious, cruel, unjust and wicked con- 
ception, in practice ? There is something ve- 
ry inconsistent and contradictory, in this.— 
Mr. Wilson's bill only tends to produce a kind 
of partial equiility in land, and nothing else; 
and behold, it is denounced by a would-be- 
aristocracy, who wish to use their liberty so 
as to create classes of rich and poor. This is 
entirely wrong. We should not only aim at 
common schools and education, but at common 
farms and circumstances, that will promote 
friendly feeling and fraternity among our peo- 
ple ; and carefully guard against creating clas- 
ses, and castes, of rich and poor, high-and 
low, who naturally despise and envy one an- 
other. Liberty would be little worth unless it 
led to equality; and equality begets general 
love and affection among men; which consti- 
tute fraternity. Mr. Wilson's bill is a mea- 
sure of equality, and naturally enough, the 
haters of equality denounce it; but the 
K«» of liberty and equality will naturally be 
as ardent lovers of U as the others are haters. 
Inequality has been tho principal cause of the 
ruin of nations and empires. Yes, there is a 
great reality m the motto of the French; there 
are truth and substance in it, as well as letters 
and sounds. I could quote many great and 
good authors, in proof that inequality produ- 
ce* poverty awl misery, envy and kafred, war 
and rain to nations; still, In the fcce of all 
IIAS* experience, the cupidity of the haters of 
equality known no bounds; and they wish to 
.lie l«t alo*«,.jt«/ to do aftltey pleto*. Their 
intcrtsls and circunutancef make them so, bat 
(toy to* eneaiie* to tb* greatest happiness 
principle; and th« lovers of liberty, equality 
.-ind fmrtmrty, the true friends of mankind, 


DISCUSSING IT. 
; 


The Manitowoc County Herald is the only 


paper that has attempted a reply to the Reso- 
lutions adopted by the Land Limitation meet- 
ing at Gardiner's Hall. It publishes the Re- 
solutions in full, and commences its attack 
upon them in the following style: 


The principles maintained in the first reso- 


lution are, that because a man has a right to 
life—to food, and to shelter—and because the 
earth produces what is necessary to provide 
these essential comforts, he has a right to a 
certain portion of the earth—which nobody 
disputes if he can procure it without interfer- 
ing with the rights of others. The second re- 
solution is much the same as the first, only a 
litlle more so. 


Another conspicuous proposition is that in 


order that all may have their rights, some 
must be limited—which is something of a 
contradiction. But these inconsistencies must 
always prevail in the propagation of the new- 
fangled notions of modern socialism. 


The Herald has mistaken the character o 


the first Resolution entirely, which merely As- 
serted the right of all men to life, liberty anc 
the pursuit of happiness—a matter worth no- 
ticing only to show the inaccuracy and care- 
lessness of the Editor, and that m'» statements 
need watching. 


His admission that a man " has a right to 


a certain portion of the earth," provided " he 
can procure it without interfering with the 
rights of others" shows what loose notions he 
has of man's rights. 
As if the rights of two 


individuals could ever conflict! Or two indi- 
viduals have a right to the same piece, of land. 
Nor is there any such proposition in these Re- 
solutions, as be asserts, "that in order that 
all may have their rights, some must be limit- 
ed." 
It is not the rights, but the wrongs of 


some men which must be limited, to preserve 
the rights of others. And that is the ground 
the Resolutions take. They assert that all 
men have a right to so much of the earth as 
may be necessary for their support, and that 
no earthly power can annul this right. 


The rest of the Herald's article is mere as- 


sumption and dogmatism,—a begging of the 
whole question, which calls for no reply. We 
thank the Herald for publishing the Resolu- 
tions, which are a sufficient antidote to ita ar- 
ticle. We would simply suggest to the Her- 
ald, that its protestations of opposition to 
Land Monopoly, while.opposing Land Limi- 
tation, are just as weighty and consistent, as 
would be its declarations in favor of Temper- 
ance, while opposing all efforts to promote the 
disuse of intoxicating drinks. 


LAST Kick OF THE XXXIst CON- 


GRESS, was to put its sole leather against the 
River and Harbor Bill, with about as,much 
feeling and as little ceremony, as a man would 
put his pedal extremity against an intruder 
into his house at midnight. From the record 
it would appear that" circumstances " did not 
prevent Gen. Cats from assisting the South to 
put this bill to death. "However, we shall 
know more fully when the mails bring a full 
account of the matter. 


This Congress has done one good thing—it 


has passed the Cheap Postage Bill, though in 
precisely what shape we do not know.

Dr. WMtneyy sworn. Assisted in post mor- 


tem examination ; saw no external marks of 
fatal injury. 
On internal examination, found 


five ribs broken ; also the pericardium was 
filled with blood, not coagulated; took some 
three ounces of blcod from it. 
On opening 


the abdomen a considerable quantity of blood 
was found; the liver was broken in two; made 
a preservation oftlie liver (produced the liver 
in court;) the fracture could not have been 
produced by a blow on the child standing up, 
unless stiindiiag against bomething ; must have 
been caused by a heavy blow right against 
and over the liver. No evidence of disease 
in the appearance of the child ; paleness of 
child caused by loss of blood. The injuries 
•were an adequate cause of death ; cannot say 
from any examination that was made, but the 
child might have died of diarrhoea. Injuries 
might have been (ansed by falling ft om the bed, 
but don't think they could, unles-s something 
fell upon it; might have been caused by a man 
stepping or falling upon the child ; could not 
have been produced by any action of the 
child. 
JSfo external injuries of moment. 
The 


marks of the thumb on the back of the head 
might have been produced by rough handling 
in lifting the corpse of the child. 


Cross-examined at length. 
Drs. Jolint,on and Greves respectively testi- 


fied in substance to the same facts. 


Ann Cook was sworn, but testified to no im- 


portant facts. 


P. Guvney, sworn. Saw Mrs. Marony a- 


bout the time of the death of her child ; she 
was running around hallooing, and alarming 
the neighborhood, and wanted some one to j.,o 
and have her baby.

ed. 


Ineffectual efforts were mnde to take up
